From the big dejiartment store of some great city, down to the 
little dry gooda shop at aome eonntry erosa roads, "they 'r<' all doin' 
it." It has hceo)n<' :ipparent to progressive merchants that it ix 
cheaper to sell winter goods at a reduction now. than to carry tlieni 
over until another year, paying inten st on money invested, insur- 
ance, taking elianees of st.vle chanpe« or deterioration of the stock. 

It has tlierolore become one of (he rixed laws of trade, that the 
public can get concessions in prices by tiuyin^' iit this time. Bnt 
it is of very little use for a merchant to mark his pricea down, un- 
less he tcUs the public about it. 

An unadvertised mark-down sale falls Hat, If a merehant does 
not make aome announcement of the eonnesaiona he ia williaf to make, 
the public would conclude that he was not making any. and that ho 
preferred to carry hia stock over to nnolher season . _ 

There ia always a special olaaa of trade watting to lake ad- 
vantage of midwinter hargaina. ft consists of shrewd, economical 
people, who would rullier wear old goods a few weeks longer in order 
to get the low prices of January and-Febmary. Whenever they pick 
up a newspaper in midwinter, they turn flrst to see. what merchants 
have "come across" witli Nargains. The liest offer geta their patron 
age, and they head direct tor tl ie store that makes it.
